Create Waterlily and Pond 


Blocks for Table Runner. 
Approximate Finished Size: 16 4" x 47" 


Determine block size. I used the 6" block to keep the 
table runner a manageable size. 


Select and prepare fabrics, Step 2 on pg. 2 of the 
instructions included with the pattern. I found I 
could use several pieces of fabric from my scrap 
collection. Be certain to shop your stash inventory 
first! To create the gradation of color in the 
patchwork I took a little extra time in determining 
the placement of fabrics for the blocks. You may find 
it helpful to tape fabric swatches to the paper print 
outs of the blocks.

Cut out all the Block components needed, 
following the Cutting Guide on pg. 2 of the pattern 
instructions. 


The Waterlilies Table Runner will need the following 
number of blocks: 

12 Center blocks (Pond Blocks A): 4 light colored 
blocks, 4 light/medium colored blocks, and 4 
medium/dark blocks. 


9 Diamond blocks (Pond Blocks B): 6 medium 
colored blocks and 3 dark colored blocks. 


8 Corner blocks (Waterlily Blocks C): 2 partial light 
colored blocks, 4 light colored blocks, and 2 medium 
colored blocks. The partial blocks will not need 
Sections 1—S. Both blocks will need a 2-2" wide 
strip for Section 6. 


Construct the three styles of blocks following the 
instructions Step 4, pp. 3—18. 


To create two partial blocks (Corner Blocks) for the 
tablerunner ends, skip stitching Colors 2—11. 


Place the 2 2" wide strip for Section 6 over the 
section area on the stabilizer. Fuse or tape in place. 
Continue stitching Colors 12—15 to complete the 
partial blocks. 


Assemble the table runner top 
Follow the pattern instructions Step 9, pp. 18 - 19; 
eliminating the sashing. 


For the waterlily table runner, arrange and stitch 
blocks into diagonal rows. 


Then, stitch the diagonal rows together, as pictured 
here.

Enlarging or shrinking embroidery quilting 
designs for the following project can easily be 
accomplished right on your embroidery machine 
or in embroidery editing software on your 
computer. 


Try enlarging the designs slightly, for creating 
different sizes of waves. Make notes of any changes 
on Embroidery Reference Cards; they help you keep 
track of those embroidery details! 


I edited the wave design into four different sizes: 
52.0mm x 43.6mm, 75.5mm x 63.1lmm, 83.9mm x 
70.3mm, and 93.9mm x 78.7mm. 

Print templates of the designs you plan to use. If 


you enlarged the test design, remember to print new 
templates. 


Nancu’s Tip 


Although you can use conventional printer paper 


to print templates, using Translucent Foundation 
Paper allows you to see through the paper, making 
it easier to align the designs. Be sure to trim away 
excess paper from around the design for easier 
arranging. 


To create the look of undulating waves; I rotated 

the designs, then positioned and embroidered them 
in horizontal rows across the narrow width of the 
table runner. Try mirror-imaging every other row for 
interesting movement. 








Follow Step 11 on pg. 20 in the Flurry of Snowflakes 
instructions for details on quilting the Waterlilies 
Table Runner. After “basting” the table runner layers 
together, I embroidered the pink flower designs first. 
I could then determine the wave layout to fit around 
the flowers, it’s like making puzzle pieces fit. 


Have fun with threads too! The wave quilting will 
certainly look lovely in a single color thread, but I 
did have fun experimenting with thread colors to 
match the gradation of patchwork. 


Nancuw’s Tip 


Look for more techniques for machine 
embroidered quilting in my book Stress-Free 
Quilting with Machine Embroidery.

Advance to stitch the center line 
again, anchoring the bag in the 
process. Trim excess bag below 
the line. Fold the bag toward 
bottom and temporarily tape over 
buttonhole.

Tape ribbon pieces at the center 
of the top and bottom, with 
ribbon ends extending /2" beyond 
the basting line. Layer outer piece 
over the hooped lining with right 
sides together. Align the two 
pieces with basting as a guide, 
having the appliqué at the top 
edge of the hoop. Note that the 
top of the personalized design 
faces opposite the embroidery 
arm.

The Amore quilt collection features designs for the 
quilt blocks and center panel which were stitched on 
quilt top fabric and batting. The sashing and border 
designs are treated in the same fashion — hoop border 
fabric and batting only. Once assembled, the backing 
was added and the quilt was stitched in the ditch to 
secure all layers together. Complete instructions for 
the Amore quilt are included with the purchase of the 
collection. Here you'll learn how to digitize the sashing. 


Create the quilting 
design for the 
borders 





Open PREMIER+™ Embroidery 
Extra Software. Click on the 
PREMIER+™ Create Icon. When 


the Wizard opens Click on Cancel. 


Click on the Preferences Icon and 
set the Grid size to 10mm. Click 
on the Draw Tab. Click on the 
Change Hoop icon and select the 
260mm x 200mm hoop. 


Click on the Shapes Icon, select 
the default, a square. Once you 
click on the Shapes Icon, select 
the draw from corner to corner 
option. 


Start drawing at the upper left 
corner. Notice the two small 
arrows in the measuring bars at 
the top and left side of the hoop. 
Place the cursor in the upper 

left corner, click and drag down 
to the right watching the little 
arrows until the box is 77.5mm x 
241.7mm. Right click twice. 








Click on the Path in the Film 
Strip. Click on the down arrow 
beside the Alignment icon and 
click on Center in Hoop. Click 
on the Mini Pic icon. When the 
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dialogue box opens, click the Line 
section and click on Borders. 
Choose design #5 and rotate it 90 
degrees. 


Hold down the Ctrl key and Shift 
key. Click on the lower right 
corner of the design box and drag 
to the right until the design fills 
the square but not quite touching 
the box. Click on the File Menu 
and choose Save as Drawing. 
Name the design and save it to My 
Documents/Premiert+ My Designs. 


Click on the Quick Create tab. 
Click on the Zoom to Rectangle 
icon. Click the upper left just 
outside of the design area and 
drag a box around the design. 
Click on the Fill icon to turn it off. 
Click on the down arrow under 
the Line Icon and choose Running 
Stitch. Click on the Quick Stitch 
icon and click on the top left 
corner of the artwork. Now click 
on the lower left corner. Right 
click. On the Design Panel on the 
right side of the screen the design 
size should be 77.4mm x 241.7mm. 
If not, adjust the lines until the 
size is correct. 


On the Film Strip, click on the 
Running Stitch element. Click 
on the Home Tab and click on 
Box Select. Hold down the Right 
Arrow key and move the element 
to the right side of the artwork. 


Click on the Edit Menu, click on 
Reversal and click on Reverse 
Line. Click on the down arrow on 
the Trace icon. Choose Double 
trace. Click on the feather design. 
Right click twice. 


Click on the Design Player and 
play the design. It should start at 
the top of the left line, then up 
the right line and then the feather. 
Close the Design Player. Click on 
the File Menu and click on Save 
As. Name the design and save it 
to My Documents/ Premier+/ 
My Designs. Click on the File 
Menu, click to Export Embroidery 
and save it to My Documents/ 
Premier+/My Designs.

Repeat for the other five 
flower blocks. 


Embroider the 
Center Panel 


Center the marked lines of the 
center panel in the 200mm x 
360mm hoop. Stitch the heart 
following the stitching instructions 
provided in the design package. 


Place the template for 02 Scroll 
on the center panel according to 
the diagram in the Instructions 
included with the design package. 
Use tape to hold down the 
template. 





Use the positioning feature on 
your machine to match the crosses 
on the stitch file. Stitch the 02

with all of the scroll designs. 


Embroider the 
Sashing 





Hoop the 13" x 21" fabric and 
batting for the sashing. 

Stitch one file of 16 b Sashing. 
This will be for the sashing 
between the blocks. 


Hoop a 13" by width of fabric 
sashing strip. This will be for 
continuous sashing for above and 
below the center panel and will 
measure 29", 


Select the 17b x2 sashing design. 
This design is stitched three times 
on the strip using the machine’s 
positioning feature to connect 
each design to the one above. 
Then stitch design 17c x2 once 
connecting it to the bottom of 
the sashing strip. Stitch the outer 
border designs. 


Hoop another 13" by width of 


the fabric strip for the side border. 


Select the 18 sashing design and 
stitch it four times to make a 
continuous strip. 


Hoop the remaining 13" by width 
of fabric strip. Select the 18 b 
sashing design and stitch it three 
times to make a continuous strip. 


Hoop the remaining 13" block 
of fabric and embroider the 
Cornerstones design. 


Stitch the cornerstones to either 
end of the Border strips. 


Construction 

All of the files have a basting 
stitch around them. Trim the 
batting from the seam allowances. 


Trim each of the blocks, sashing 
strips and borders using the 
basting line to add a 4" seam 
allowance. 


Assemble the blocks into rows 
with sashing. Assemble the rows 
as illustrated in the photograph. 


Place the quilt top on the backing 
fabric and pin baste it together. 
Stitch in the ditch around each 
block and around the Center 
Panel. Bind the quilt.

Hoop the No-Show Mesh 
Fusible Cut-Away Stabilizer, 
fusible side up, in a 200mm x 
200mm hoop. Set up the machine 
for embroidery. Thread the 
needle and bobbin with sewing 
thread. Retrieve design number 
BLOCK 205-6, a 6" block as 
indicated by the last digit in the 
design number. 


Attach the hoop to the machine 
and stitch the first color, the 
outline for placement for each 

of the fabrics along with the 
placement number. Arrange the 
five fabrics in the order they will 
be sewn near the machine. Place 
the most contrasting fabric in the 
last position. 


Remove the hoop from the 
embroidery machine. Place the 
first fabric in the hoop, right 
side up; covering the outline of 
the first region. Press inside the 
outline using the small iron. 
Place the hoop back on the 
machine and stitch the second 
color. Remove the hoop from 
the machine and trim close to 
the stitched lines. Press again to 
secure. 


With right sides together, place 
the second fabric even with the 
raw edge on the first fabric. Be 
sure that the second fabric is large 
enough to cover the second area 
on the quilt block. Stitch the next 
color, the seamline. Remove the 
hoop from the machine. Press 
the second fabric away from the 
seam. Place the hoop back on the 
machine and proceed with the 
next color stop. Trim the fabric 
for this section. 
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Place the third fabric even with the straight edge 
labeled with the number 3 and stitch the next color. 
Press the seam open. Place the hoop back on the 
machine and stitch the next color, the tackdown of 
this section. 





Repeat these steps for the remaining two sections 
adding the most contrasting fabric (yellow in our 
sample) as the last fabric. Press the block and trim as 
needed. Follow these steps to create 12 total blocks. 


On a flat surface, arrange the blocks in three groups 
of four blocks positioning the yellow at the center of 
the 4-block unit. 





At the Sewing Machine 


Using a 4" seam allowance, sew the two blocks 
together in pairs then sew two sets of pairs to make a 
four block unit. Create three units. 


From the yellow fabric, cut two 2 2" x I] 4" strips 
for the sashing. Position the sashing strip on each 
side of the center block and place the other two 
blocks on each side of the sashing strips. Using the 
¥,” quilting foot, sew the sections together. Trim 
section as needed. Press the seams open. 


Cut a section for the backing that is 2" larger around 
than the front pieced section. Lay it on a flat surface. 
Place a piece of batting over the backing that is 

the same size as the backing fabric. Place the table 
runner over the batting. To hold the layers together, 
pin with quilter’s safety pins or use temporary spray 
adhesive.

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| love the quilt designs in this collection 
from Kreations by Kara. The Quilt 
Floral Squares collection contains 
simple one color, nature themed 
designs that would make a beautiful 
quilt, tote bag or pillow. | opted for a 
simple 10 block table runner for my 
dining room. It is more of a “design as 
you go” type of project and my system 
can easily be altered. 


Since | am not a traditional quilter 

by any means, | like to simplify my 
embroidered quilting projects as much 
as possible. For example, | hooped 
cotton batting in sections in my large 
300 x 200 size embroidery hoop. 
Cotton fabric was placed on top of 
the batting and held in place with the 
basting file, not actually hooped. Two 
different designs were stitched on one 


fabric length. The blocks were cut apart 


after the embroidery was complete; 
| only had to make five separate 
hoopings to complete the blocks.

Embroider 
Hoop cotton batting in a large embroidery hoop, 
place one section of cotton fabric on top of batting. 





Use a basting file to hold the fabric in place. 
Embroider two different quilt designs on the cotton 
fabric; leaving at least 2" between the blocks. 
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Complete all embroidery for the ten blocks using 
coordinating fabrics. Trim all blocks leaving 2” seam 
allowance around embroidery. Arrange the blocks into 
your final composition. Sew two blocks into a row. 
Trim the excess batting from the seam allowances at 
the seam. Repeat for five rows. 


Pin one 2” x 13” sashing strip, right sides together, to 
the bottom of one row. Stitch with 2” seam allowance.

Press the sashing open. Pin the sashing to the top 
of the next row. Sew with 2” seam allowance. Press. 
Continue piecing the sashing strips to the rows until 
the table runner is completely assembled. 


Place the table runner on top of the backing fabric, 
wrong sides facing. Pin around the middle and sides 
of the table runner. Stitch in the ditch with matching 
thread between all rows to attach the backing fabric to 
table runner top. 





Fold the backing fabric over to the front and finish 
with self-fabric binding.

Embroidery 
Instructions 


The embroidery design set 
includes 12 designs which measure 
200 x 200mm (8" x 8") square 
blocks. 


Cutting 


Embroidered blocks are cut larger 
than needed due to shrinkage that 
occurs during embroidery and also 
allows room for hooping. Spray 
starch the back of all blocks to be 
embroidered. 


Cut twelve, 12" squares - these 
will be recut to 9 2" square after 
embroidering. 


NOTE: 

Before cutting the blocks make 
sure to check the size is large 
enough to accommodate your 
hoop. 





Embroidering Blocks 
Transfer the designs to your 
machine. 


Hoop the prepared fabric and 
tear-away stabilizer, when finished, 
remove from the hoop, trim any 
jump stitches and gently remove 
stabilizer. 


Press all embroidered blocks 

face down on a thick towel - this 
prevents flattening the embroidery 
and then spray starch. Trim all 
embroidered blocks to 9 2" square 
making sure the embroidery is 
centered. 


Assembly 


Sashings 

Cut two 2" by width of fabric 
strips. Cross cut into eight 9 12" 
lengths. 


Cut three 2" x 30 '4" strips. 


Layout 

Using the layout diagram, stitch 
9 4" x 2" strips to every second 
block in one direction, join the 

blocks into rows. Stitch 2" strips 
to every second row, stitch rows 
together. 
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Border 





Cut two borders 6 2" by the 
length of the fabric and two 
borders 6 2" x 51". These have 
been cut slightly longer to enable 
mitering the corners, Center the 
fabric borders. Pin. Begin and 
end stitching 4" from edges of 
corners. Press seam allowances 
toward the quilt top. 


Use the 45° angle line marked on 
your ruler, to pencil a 45° stitching 
line from the corner of the quilt 

to the raw edge of the border. 
Diagonally fold under the border 
on the marked corner and lightly 
iron, pin in place, stitch and trim 
excess fabric and press seam 

open. Repeat with the remaining 
corners. 


Backing 


Cut the backing fabric into 

two equal lengths, remove the 
selvedges, sew them side-by-side 
and press the seam open. To 
enable machine quilting, cut the 
backing and batting 4" (10cm) 
larger than the quilt top on each 
side, trim excess. 


Quilting 

This quilt was machine quilted 
by Desley Maisano of Addicted 
to Quilts, who stitched in the 
ditch around all embroidered 
blocks and sashings, stitched in 
and around the dresden shape to 
anchor them. She used a feather 
around the embroidery and a 
continuous feather along the 
border. 


Binding 

Traditionally quilt bindings are 
hand stitched, however this quilt 
was machine bound: 

Cut binding strips 2 2" wide. You 
will need to join 5 strips together. 





Join on 45 degree angle, trim to 
4" and press. 


On the wrong side of your quilt, 
fold the starting end 45 degrees 
and press, then fold the binding in 
half and press. Allowing 8" from 
the folded end, place the raw edges 
of the binding 4" from edge of 
the quilt using a 2mm straight 
stitch, your walking foot and a 

%" seam, stitch to 2" from the 
corner of the quilt. Remove from 
machine and fold binding up and 
back onto itself, perpendicular to 
the seam you have just stitched. 


Tee 


Repeat this method around the 
remaining corners of the quilt. 





When you are back at the start, 
stitch to 8" from the folded 
starting end of the binding. 
Unfold the binding, smooth, lay 
the folded start of the binding 
over the ending, mark and pin and 
with right sides together. Stitch 
and trim to 4" seam. 


Refold and stitch in place. 


Turn the folded edge to the 

front, pin, using the previous 
stitching line as your guide, using 
a decorative stitch (I used a 
blanket stitch 2.5mm long, 2.5mm 
wide). You may wish to use a 
coordinating embroidery thread, 
if so, whatever you use on the top 
also use in your bobbin. 


Stitch the top and bottom sides 
down first, fold in metered corners 
and stitch the two sides.

Sources say the first time the Cathedral Windows design was used in a quilt 
was at the 1933 Chicago World's Fair, with the actual design dating back several 
centuries in Asia. Traditionally, the block is made of individual squares folded in 
such a way with curves to create small windows. Originally sewn by hand, the 
curves are now more likely sewn down by machine. 


These projects (Shown on pages 65 and 68) illustrate my version of cathedral 
windows—no hand sewing, no machine stitching, just pure embroidery in the 
hoop! Though the dimensional look is diminished by making the circular pattern 
in the hoop, you can add depth by cutting out the entire stitched design as a free 
standing object anchoring it in a few places on the focus fabric, as seen on the 


purchased table runner.

Prepare all appliqué fabrics with double-sided fusible 
web per manufacturer’s instructions. When cool, 
remove the paper backing from each piece. In creating 
the designs in the software, different thread colors 
were used for convenience during creation and for 
color stops. You could use the same thread through 
all of the color stops if desired. 
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White Pillow and Tray 


All “windows” are the same color thread. Use the 
cath-windows.yourformat file. 


For the pillow front, cut a piece of background fabric 
17" x 12 4" (includes 2" seam allowances). Hoop 
this fabric with tear-away stabilizer so that the design 
will be centered in the lower two-thirds. Use a printed 
template if necessary to help you determine the 
placement. Lay the red 8” square prepared appliqué 
fabric within the hoop.

Stitch the first color, the appliqué tackdown stitch. 
Remove the hoop from the machine, leaving all fabric 
in the hoop. Trim the excess from the windows. 


















































Lay the black 8" square prepared appliqué fabric 
within the hoop over the red trimmed windows. 





Stitch all remaining outlines. Notice how white thread 
was used to contrast the circles/oblongs. Use a thread 
that blends with the fabric for a more traditional 
approach. 





Remove the hoop 
from the machine. 
Use a small curved 
tip scissors to trim 
the insides of the 
curved squares and 
oblongs away; then 
trim the excess from 
the outside of the 
circles. 
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Black Pillow 


All “windows” are the different 
colors. Use the cath-windows 
appliqué.yourformat file. 


For the pillow front: 

Cut one 11" square of white and 
black print background fabric. 

Cut one 17" x 12 %" piece of 
black fabric (includes 2" seam 
allowances). 

Cut four 4" squares each of a 
different color for the window 
glass, prepared with fusible web. 

Cut one 8" square of prepared 
black fabric for the window 
frame. 


Hoop the 11" square of white and 
black fabric and the 17" x 12 4" 
piece of black fabric with tear- 
away stabilizer, aligning the raw 
edges at the bottom and the excess 
black fabric extending out the top 
of the hoop. 


Stitch the first color, the appliqué 
placement of the four glass 
windows. 





Lay one of the prepared 4" color 
squares over the first placement 
guide. 





Stitch only that square of the 
second color, the tackdown 

stitch. Remove the hoop from the 
machine. Trim the excess fabric 
from that square. Return the hoop, 
lay the next 4" square down, stitch 
only the second square tackdown 
stitches. 








Remove the hoop; trim and 
reattach the hoop to the machine. 
Repeat for the other two squares. 


Lay the black 8" square prepared 
appliqué fabric within the 

hoop over the trimmed colored 
windows. Stitch all remaining 
outlines. Remove the hoop from 
the machine. Use a small curved 
tip scissors to trim the insides of 
the curved squares and oblongs 
away; then, trim the excess from 
the outside of the circles.

If any white shows from the 
background fabric, use a 
black marker to touch those 
areas. 
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Table Runner 

All “windows” are the same color. 
Use the cath-windows.yourformat 
file. 


To achieve this look, there is no 
background fabric, per se. The 
window fabric is not prepared with 
fusible web and, for more stability, 
the frame fabric is prepared with 

a medium weight fusible stabilizer, 
such as Pellon Décor Bond or 
Craft-Fuse. 


Layer these three materials in 

the hoop: tear-away stabilizer, 
window frame fabric, prepared 
window frame fabric. Stitch the 
entire design. You have choices 
for trimming the inner squares 
and oblongs. On the sample, all 
inner areas were removed from the 
cathedral window in the center of 


the table runner. In the two flanking 
cathedral windows, the center 
squares were not trimmed away. 


Remove all from the hoop. 
Carefully tear away the stabilizer 
from the back. Cut out both layers 
of fabric from the outer circles, 
leaving a free-standing group of 
four windows. 








To give the design some depth, tack 
down the window to the purchased 
table runner in just a few areas, 
using the same embroidery thread. 
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Pillow Construction 
A 12" pillow form was used. 
Basically you are creating a faced 
pillowcase that is taller than the 
pillow. When the form is inserted 
and the cord pulled, it gives a 
charming paper bag effect. 


Cut another piece of fabric 17" 

x 12 %" for the back; it’s cut a 

bit smaller to ensure the pillow 
fills out the case nicely. Align the 
embroidered front to the back and 
sew only one side. Open the fabric. 
Cut fabric for the ruffle facing 

5 4" x 24" (or the length of your 
front/back sewn together). With 
right sides together and raw edges 
aligned, sew the facing to the 
body of the pillow with 2" seam 
allowance. 


Cut a 1%" x 23 2" piece of fabric 
for the cord casing. Fold 4" on 
one lengthwise edge and press. 
Fold each short end in 2" and 
press. With case still flat, draw 

a line with soluble marker 5 2" 
down from the top seam; pin the 
cord casing with the unfolded raw 
edge matching the drawn line right 
sides together. 





The short edges of the casing 
should be about %4" or more away 
from the raw side edge of the 
pillow case, to be outside its seam 
allowance. Sew down the length of 
casing with a 4" seam allowance. 
Fold the ruffle facing toward the 








inside of the case. Fold under 2", oH

pin in place, and stitch close to the 
fold through all layers. This should 
be approximately 4 2" down from 
the top of the case. Fold the casing 
up over this stitched seam line, 
pinning in place. Stitch the top 
length of cord casing to the pillow 
case through all layers. 




















Stitch the remaining open side/ 
bottom of pillow case with 2" 
seams. Thread a length of cord 
through the casing. Insert the 
pillow form into the pillow case 
and draw the cording tight, 
causing the upper portion of the 
pillow case to gather as a large

Animal prints are a classic staple in 
wearables and home decor. Certainly 
you can buy animal print fabric, but not 
always in the color of your choice. By 
using public domain royalty-free clipart 
as your background, you can create 
the desired spots or stripes and then 
use them as appliqués in unusual color 
schemes or as outlines. 


Embroidery Products

Supplies 

Double-sided fusible web (i.e., Pellon Wonder Under

In the Software 

Click on the Background tool (left toolbar). Locate 
your clipart folder and double click the desired 
artwork, in this case the leopard skin. If the artwork 
is large and of good quality, use the Magic Wand to 
re-create the spots. 


Click on Artwork tool drop-down arrow / Pen and 
then click on Magic Wand. Right-click on the red 
thread color on the bottom bar to see your drawn 
spots more clearly. Bring the wand to the screen and 
click within each desired spot. You can also click 
within the white of the design to see if the Magic

Wand will select all of the spots. What the Magic 
Wand can do depends on the quality of your artwork, 
hence the “try” and “if”. To see what the Wand has 
done, click again on the Background tool. In the 
Properties Box, go to the Backdrop tab and use the 
slider to lighten the leopard skin background / Apply. 
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When finished drawing the spots, in Sequence view, 
click Select All / right click / Break Apart. For any 
of the artwork shapes that need tweaking, use the 
Shape tool to delete, add or adjust points. When you 
are happy with the spots, File / Save As / move to 
the correct folder and name the file leopard artwork 
small.c2s. 


Leopard Spots as Scattered 
Outlines 


In a New design page, use the Hoop tool to define 
your work area. Go to File, Merge and locate the 
leopard artwork small.c2s. With the design selected, 
right click and Ungroup. If the design shows a square 
line drawn around the spots, click on the square and 
delete it. 





2 KORN, 
(5’Sa9 ) 
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Click and drag different spots 
and arrange them in a scattered 
pattern. Delete the unwanted 
spots. Avoid placing the spots in 
a straight line; instead go for an 
irregular shape. 


Leopard Spots as 
Appliqué 


For the quilted blocks, select a 
5"x 7" hoop. Use the Artwork 
tool to draw a rectangle that is 
slightly smaller: 4.9" x 6.9". Select 
the shape/ right click / Convert to / 
Run / Type=Bean. 


Use the Artwork tool / Pen to 
draw the shape that will hold the 
leopard spots. I created a slanted 
shape that will mirror nicely. 


Select the shape/ right click / 
Convert to / Run / Type=Bean. 
Trace the lower right area. 














Select / right click / Convert to / 


Complex Fill/ Fill Type=Stippling 


with the Pattern of your choice. 
Save this file as blank animal 
block.c2s. 


In a new screen, File / Merge / 
blank animal block.c2s / File / 
Merge / leopard artwork small.c2s. 
Drag the artwork spots over the 
center shape and size or rotate to 
fill the shape. 

















Don’t shrink the design trying to 
fit all of the spots in the shape, 
rather delete spots that are out 
of the boundary of the shape. 
The spots will be appliqué and 
need to be large enough to allow 
scissors to trim between the spots. 
Ungroup the artwork spots and 
delete the ones outside the center 
shape. The spots in red would be 
the ones to delete. 
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The spots that sit on the shape 
line can be sized/rotated/moved / 
edited to fit. 





The Sequence Order should 

be rectangle, stipple corner, 
shape bean outline, spots. When 
satisfied, select all of the spots 
artwork / right click / Convert to / 
Run / Type=Bean with 3 repeats. 
Save as leopard block left.c2s 
and then again in your machine 
format. Select all / click on Flip 
Horizontal on top toolbar. File / 
Save as / leopard block right.c2s 
and then again in your machine 
format. 


Embroider the 
Blocks 


Cut four pieces of leopard 
background fabric and four 
pieces of leopard spot fabric each 
4'4"x 9". Prepare the wrong 

side with a fusible web following 
manufacturer’s instructions. When 
cool, remove the paper backing 
from each piece. 


Cut a strip of focus fabric the 
length of your fabric and wide 
enough to hoop. Cut a length 

of batting the same size. Spritz 
batting with temporary spray and 
lay the focus fabric on top. Start at 
one end of this quilt cracker strip 
and hoop. 





Retrieve the leopard block left 
design. Stitch the rectangle with 
a thread color that blends with 
the focus fabric. Stitch the stipple 
with a thread that contrasts with 
the focus fabric. Lay the prepared 
leopard background across the 
hoop from corner to corner and 
stitch the third color, the bean 
outline of the shape. 





Lay the prepared leopard spot 
fabric on top of the leopard 
background fabric across the hoop 
from corner to corner. Stitch the 
fourth color, the bean outlines of 
the spots. 
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Remove the hoop from the 
machine. Trim around each of 
the spots; trim the excess from the 
shape. 


giraffe spots artwork and size/ 
rotate/move / delete / edit the spots 
to fit within the letter. Select all 
spots and convert them to a bean 
stitch. The Sequence Order should 
be letter outline, letter bean stitch, 
giraffe spots bean stitch. Use a 
printed template to determine 
placement; stitch as an appliqué 
with prepared fabric. 





Re-hoop leaving at least 2” 
between the top of the previous 
block and the bottom of the new 
one to be stitched. 


Stitch another leopard block left 
design. 


Retrieve the leopard block right 
design. Stitch two of these as 
indicated above. 


Wall Hanging 


Construction 

Trim '4" away from the rectangle 
stitching on all sides of the four 
blocks.

The giraffe spots on the large G 
were created with the Background 
tool and the Magic Wand, 

then saving as artwork. Ina 

New screen, File / Import TT 
Text / type G or the letter to be 
used / choose Britannic font / 
OK. Size the letter to 4” height 
with Maintain Ratio checked. 
Right click / Convert to /Run 

/ Pattern=Bean with 3 repeats. 
Select the letter / right click / 
Create Outline / Distance = .5/ 
OK. Convert the outline to a bean 
stitch. File / Merge / choose the 





Stitch two blocks together with a 
2” seam allowance. Trim away the 
batting from the seam allowance. 
Do the same for the other two 
blocks. Then sew the top half to 
the bottom half. 





If adding a middle design, such as 
the G appliqué, hoop the pieced 
blocks in Snap Hoop Monster 
and stitch as an appliqué, layering 
the G background fabric and then 
the giraffe spots fabric. Trim all 
appliqué once completed. 


Square up the blocks. Cut border 
pieces 3" wide by necessary length, 
depending if you add the optional 
corner stones; stitch to blocks 
with 4" seams. Layer the top, the 
batting, and the backing. Stitch 

in the ditch or quilt as desired. 
Add binding with your favorite 
method.

Great Scott!: Some of your 
designs seem influenced by 
contemporary artists like Gary 
Baseman and Takashi Murakami. 
What artists speak to your creative 
side? 


Niamh: Alexander McQueen, I 
love looking at skulls in fashion, 
playful, improvising, combining 
two unexpected things. He really 
broke the mold about alternative 
ideas. Alexander was the first 
runway designer that went 
dark, before it became cool. I 
get a lot of inspiration from the 
Hand & Lock Competition and 


seeing what student designers do 
taking embroidery out of quaint 
needlepoint. 


Great Scott!: You have 
collaborated with other artists, 
like tattoo artist David Hale, 
comic artist Greg Dean and fabric 
designer Tula Pink.

Your designs 
include contemporary themes from 
(Scott taking a deep breath...), 
steampunk, goth, magick, 
roleplaying games, Dungeons 
and Dragons, kawaii (Japanese 
cuteness), Pluto-as-a-planet, 
hacker, maker, Goth, Jules Verne, 
tatoo, dark fairytales, and adult 
coloring books. Tell me about your 
own cultural influences? 


Niamh: 1am a Millennial and 
part of a culture that came of age 
as the economy failed. Influenced 
by the millennial world culture, 
we make it fit. Our generation 
is driven a lot more by passion. 
We are more inclined to take 
risks on careers and ideas. We 
watched people that followed all 
the rules only to lose their job, so 
why not take a risk? The hacker- 
crafter-maker movement is a 
result, repurposing as an effect of 
the economy. We want to be self 
sufficient.
